Often without food to atny the huuger ol 
tils family—steeped in poverty to tbe dregs— that 
very night his boys lying on the bare floors of 
tils home for need of a bed—he bad never failed 
Lo find the black people his friends. 
He bad 


wanted to co-operate with bis white bretbreu, 
but they stood aloof because he was a true Union 
man. lie had bejfgcd for their association. 
He 


bad been williugto become the humblest of fol- 
lowers if they would espouse his cause nnd lead 
on to victory. But they would not do it. Dts- 
plsud, rejected, contemned, be came to care not 
tor their uid. 
ilohad appealed to tUe blacks, and 


they, as one man, stood by him.' If them should 
be no other couaiHucucy for loyalty auU union- 
ism lu tbe Bute, there would at least Itc a black 
constituency. He was poor and bumble, hu know; 
but there was not n blatk woman "\u alt Virginia 
that did not know his unite aua who would noi 
bake a hoe-cake to keep him Irorn starving. God 
bolpiug him, BO long us tbe blacks Btoou bj lilni, 
hu would never give up the cause of loyalty nil 
it was successful. lie welcomed all aid, all co- 
operation ; but It mubtbefiom inui whose hearts 
are in the work.
